House Bill No. 620 provides for ade- 
quate cash relief—tax on higher 
bracket incomes, inheritance and 
corporate surpluses—and provides 
for distribution of relief through 
representatives of relief clients, so- 
cial agencies and public citizens. 

The bill is sponsored by the 
Workers Alliance of Ohio and has 
been endorsed by every conference 
the Alliance has held on the relief 
question in the state of Ohio. 

State Board Trustee, Uhle, of the

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Devil Cites Scripture 
For His Purpose 


„ On Friday night Senator Copeland of New 
York stood up in Carnegie Hall and assumed 
the role of champion of the people’s liberties 
against the Roosevelt court reform plan. 

It is well to examine the credentials of 
this defender of the dictatorship of the Nine 
Old Men. 

This is the same Copeland who last June 
supported the famous walkout from the Dem- 
ocratic convention of the Liberty League 
quintuplets headed by Al Smith. 

This is the same Copeland who is chief 

Congressional spokesman of the food and 
drug adulterators. 

This is the same Copeland who is the 
Santa Claus of the big shipping interests and 
who showed his love for the people’s liber- 
ties by sponsoring the bill which sets up 
a permanent blacklist against union seamen. 

This is the same Copeland who is a fre- 
quent contributor to the Hearst press and is 
generally regarded as William Randolph 
Hearst’s unofficial ambassador to the U. 8. 
Senate. 

And this is the Copeland who is the close 
associate of the Tammany-Republican gang 
that upheld the right of every American 
child to get tuberculosis in sweatshops. 

But the devil can cite Scripture for his 
purpose. And so Copeland, in his defense of 
the Supreme Court autocracy, pointed to the 
fact that the Court had ordered a new trial 
for the Scottsboro boys and set aside the con- 

vietion of Dirk DeJonge, Oregon Communist, 
under the state criminal syndicalism law. 

What Copeland failed to point out was 
that in both these cases the Supreme Court 
was exercising its legitimate function as the 
highest appellate court in the land. In 
neither case did it pass on the constitution- 
ality of legislation. 

It might also be added that while the 
Supreme Court did not hesitate to invade 
states’ rights when it struck down the 
New York State minimum wage law, in 
the DeJonge case, as in all such cases that 
it has considered, it refrained from nulli- 
fying the vicious state criminal syndical- 
ism law despite the fact that it is in 
flagrant violation of the Bill of Rights. 

It is not surprising that Hearst’s Sen- 
ator Copeland is fighting the Roosevelt plan. 
It is surprising that progressives like Nye 
and Bone, who sincerely want a constitu- 
tional amendment to curb the 1 
Court, should be found on the de of 
the fence with the enemies of all court re- 
form. 

The 27,000,000 who voted against 
Hearstism on Nov. 3, should let their 
votes speak now in such unequivocal terms 
that no member of Congress will mistake 
their meaning.

Covering Up One 
Crime With Another 


» The Board of Aldermen seems to be 
working on the theory that the best way 
to cover up a crime is to make another as- 
sault on the victim. 

The unemployed on relief receive allow- 
ances which are disgracefully low. They 
live in houses which do not meet the most 
elementary standards of safety and sanita- 
tion. The clothing allowance is $5 per year 
per family—10 cents a week. 

What is the answer of the Board of Al- 
dermen to the demands of the unemployed? 

Their answer is to prepare to spend 


$50,000 of public funds for an investigation 


of so-called “chiseling” and “jobholding” in 
the Emergency Relief Bureau. Everybody 
knows that the real aim of this inquisition 
is to CUT RELIEF. 

Alderman Joseph E. Kinsley's resolu- 
tion calling for the investigation is a di- 
rect product of a Tammany - Republican 
conspiracy against the city’s unemployed. 
It has been instigated by none other than 
Queens’ most distinguished alumnus of 
the Ku Klux Kian, President 
George U. Harvey, with the active col- 
laboration of William Randolph Hearst. 

, The real facts about the relief situation 
were brought out at an open hearing on re- 
lief held Saturday before the ERB govern- 
ing board. The hearing was among the con- 
cessions won by last Tuesday’s city-wide sit- 
down strike of the unemployed, which was 
led by the Workers Alliance. 

Not only the Workers Alliance, but ten 
organizations representing, according to the 
N. Y. Times, “virtually all of the first-line 
social work groups in the five boroughs,” 
joined in urging larger appropriations for 
rent and clothing. These organizations, 
which included Protestant, Catholic and 
Jewish groups, also agreed that administra- 
tive expenses, far from being inflated, as 
charged by the would-be relief-cutters of the 
Board of Aldermen, are inadequate. 

Tomorrow the Board of Aldermen votes 
on the Kinsley resolution, which has already 
been favorably reported by its rules com- 
mittee. The city legislators should be flooded 
with demands that they kill this resolution 
and that the Board of Estimate adopt, in- 
stead, Mayor LaGuardia’s proposal for in- 
creased rent and clothing allowances. 

The Tammany - Republican conspiracy 
against relief, like the Tammany-Repub- 
Uean alliance that defeated the Child La- 
bor Amendment, shows most emphatically 
the need for a real clean-up in the city 
and state legislatures,
